WE  now  bring  Admiral  Kcppcl  to 
the  tranfa^tions  cl  a  period  much 
Tic.trer,  and  with  which  we  arc  more  im¬ 
mediately  concerned.  When  the  dilpiitcs, 
with  our  colonies  had  brought  on  a  war 
"itli  our  intural  enemy,  he  who  had  in-, 
viriably  adrd  in  oppofition  t4)  the  minif- 
ters  was'  called  upon  lo  ad  in  defence 
of  his  country.  Though  he  heartily  dc- 
Ipilcd  tht  .abilities,  and  condemned  the 
principles  of  the  men  in  power,  yet  his 
regard  for  the  fcrvice  of  the  ftatc  would 
not  permit  him  to  refute  the  command  of 
an  expedition  againfl  the  force  of  France. 
— The  difpute,  while  it  depended  only  be¬ 
tween  the  Mother  and  the  Children,  could 
net  engage  the  fervices  of  any  true  whig  ; 
but  when  the  tide  of  war  was  changed, 
and  we  w.iged  it  not  againil  our  brc« 
thren,  but  againft  our  ancient  foes,  every 
conAitiitional  foldier  was  ready  to  itand 
forward — every  hand  and  every  heart 
was  united  ;  .and  the  principal  defenders 
of  their  country’s  rights  made  voluntary 
oILts  of  their  fervices.  Mr  Kiffel, 
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with  the  ranlc  of  Admiral  of  the  Blue, 
was  invefied  with  the  command  of  the 
fleet  ;  w  hile  his  brother.  Lieutenant-ge¬ 
neral  Keppel,  commanded  the  principal 
camp. 

The  Admiral  failed  with  ao  (hips 
of  the  line  in  the  month. of  June,  and 
made  immediately  for  the  port  of  Brtft  ; 
where,  gaining  information  of  the  exaft 
llrcngth. of  the  enemy,  that  they  had*in 
that  harbour  31  fliips  of  the  line,  fully 
manned,  equipped,  and  ready  for  putting 
out  to  Tea  within  a  few  days,  he  thought 
it  more  prudent  lo  return  to  port,  and 
receive  an  addition  of  ftrength,  than  hold 
an  argument  with  them  with  lo  infer,iur 
a  force. 

This  conduct  gained  him  Hill  more  and 
more  the  confidence  and  applaufe  of  the 
people.  It  was  equal  to  a  vidlory  to  lave 
the  fleet,  and  they  looked  upon  the  Ad¬ 
miral  as  the  man  who  had  faved  the  na¬ 
tion  from  a  moft  dreadful  calamity,  and 
whofe  Angle  prudence  and  fortitude  had 
fnatched  them  from  the  fate,  which  the 
wcaknefg  of  the  miniftry,  in  either  not 
knowing  the  (Irength  of  the. enemy,  or 
in  not  preparing  an  adequate  force  to 
meet  it,  bad  fo  nearly  brought  upon 
them.  In  the  dilcreet  proceeding  which 
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hr  adopted,  he  gained  true  fame,  and  French  admiral  was  very  different  in  hit

made  no  diftindion  of  men,  but  Englilh, 
Scots,  and  Ii  iOi,  natives  and  foreigners,  all 
aded  with  the  fame  ardour,  and  expref- 
fed  the  fame  zeal.

T  LEGER’s  attempt  upon  Fort  Stan- 
wix  (now  named  by  the  Ameiicant 
Fort  Schuyler),-  was  foon  after  its  com¬ 
mencement  favoured  by  a  (uccefs  fo  fig- 
nal,  as  would,  in  other  cafes,  and  a  more 
fortunate  feafun,  have  been  clecifive  as  to 
the  fate  of  a  ftrongerand  much  more  im¬ 
portant  fortrefs.

doub  ed,  and  afterwards  trebled  the 
number  of  the  enemy,  with  the  comfor¬ 
table  additiiiu,  that  nurgrtyne’;-  army 
was  entirely  cut  to  pieces.  The  Colonel 
returned  to  camp,  and  called  a  council 
of  their  chiefs,  hoping,  that  by  the  in¬ 
fluence  which  Sir  John  Johnfon,  and  the 
iuperintendants  Claus  and  Butler  had 
aver  them,  they  might  ftill  be  induced  to 
make  a  (land.  He  was  difappointed.  A 
part  of  the  Indians  decamped  whilff  the 
council  was  fitting,  and  the  remainder 
threatened  peremptorily  to  abandon  him 
if  he  tlid  not  immediately  retreat. 

The  retreat  [Aug.  22.]  was  of  courfc 
precipitate ;  or  it  was  rather,  in  plain 
terms,  a  flight,  attended  with  difagiee- 
ablc  confcquences.  The  tcnt;b  with 
moft  of  the  artillery  and  (lores,  fell  into 
the  hands  of  the  garrifon.  It  appears  by 
ike  Colonel’s  owm  account,  that  he  waa 
as  apprehcnfive  of  danger  froni  the  fury 
of  his  favage  allies,  as  he  could  from  the 
refentment  of  hia  declared  American  ene¬ 
mies,  It  alfo  appears  from  the  fame  au¬ 
thority,  tliat  the  Meff'afages,  a  nation  of 
favages  to  the  wdl,  plundered  fcveral  of 
the  boats  belonging  to  the  arniy.  By  tho 
American  accounts,  which  are  in  part 
confirmed  by  others,  it  is  faid  that  they 
robbed  the  officers  of  their  baggage,  and 
of  every  other  article  to  which  they  took 
any  liking  ;  aiul  the  army  in  general  of 
their  provilions.  They  aifo  fay,  that,  at 
a  few  miles  diftance  from  ihc  camp,  they 
firft  ftripped  off'  their  arms,  and  after-* 
wards  murdered  with  their  own  bayo¬ 
nets,  all  thofc  Britilh,  German,  and 
American  foldiers  who,  from  an  inability 
to  keep  up,  fear,  t>r  any  other  ciufe, 
were  feparated  from  the  main  body. 

The  (late  of  the  fadl  with  refp^dl  to  the 
intended  relief  of  the  fort  is,  that  Arnold 
had  aJvinccd  by  the  way  of  H.df  Moon 
up  the  Mohawk  River  with  2poo  men  foe 
that  purpnfe  ;  and  that,  ftjr  the  grrateir 
expcjitit»n,he  had  quittetl  the  m  tin  body, 
and  arrived  by  forced  marches  through 
the  woo<ls,  witii  a  detachment  of  900,  a« 
the  fort,  on  the  24th  in  the  evening,  two 
days' after  the  firge  had  licen  raifed.  S<i 
that  upon  the  wliole,  the  iritradtablenefn 
of  the  Indians,  with  their  watchful  appre- 
hcnfiiJii  of  danger,  probably  faved  them 
from  a  chaffiiemcnt  whicfi  would  not 
have  b^en  tenderly  adminiffred.

It  will  be 
reedlcfs  to  fay,  that  they  behaved  with 
I  heir  iil  ual  firmnefs  and  gallantry,  though 
i’  nny  not  be  totally  fiipernuous  to  ob- 
ici  ve,  that  the  greater  part  of  thefc  three 
u’giments  were  engaged  for  near  four 
tioiMs  without  intcrmillion. 

M  oft  of  the  t)ther  corps  of  the  army 
horc  alfo  a  good  fh arc  in  the  bufinefs  of 
t  le  day.  The  a4th  regiment,  which  be- 
lonjred  to  Frazer^s  brigade,  with  the  gre- 
n  uiier  s  and  a  part  of  the  light  infantry,

and  charged  with  their  iifual  fpirit  and 
hravery.  Breyman’s  riflemen,  and  fome

Major-gtner.il  Phillips,  upon  firfthcar-

Though  every 
put  (»f  the  artillery  performed  almofl 
wonders,  the  brave  Captain  Jones  (  who 
▼  as  unfortunately,  though  glorioully  Ril¬ 
ed),  with  his  brigade,  were  particularly 
difiinguilhed.  Major- General  Rcidefel 
^ho  exerted  himfelf  to  bring  up  a  part  of 
the  left  wing,  and  arrived  in  time  to  charge 
*  enemy  wtth  bravery  and  effedt.  Juft 

the  light  rlofed  the  enemy  retired,  and 
hu  the  royal  army  mafters  of  the  field  of 


battle.  The  darknefs  equally  prevented 
purfuit  and  prifoneri. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  royal  army  gained 
nothing  but  honour  by  this  arduous 
ftrugglc  and  hard-fought  battle.  They 
had  now  grappled  with  fuch  an  enemy  as 
they  had  never  before  encountered  i?> 
America  ;  and  fuch  at  they  were  too  .ape 
to  imagine  it  could  not  produce.  I'he 
flattering  ideas  that  the  Americans  could  . 
only  fight  under  the  covert  of  walls, 
hedges,  or  entrenchments,  and  were  in¬ 
capable  of  fuftaininga  fair  and  open  con- 
flidt  in  the  field,  were  now  at  an  end. 
This  opinion  had  alfo  been  in  fome  mca- 
fare  fhaken  in  the  fouth.  Here  they  met 
with  a  foe  who  feemed  as  eager  for  .adlion, 
as  carelefs  of  danger,  and  as  indiflerent 
with  refpedt  to  ground  oi  cover  an  tliem- 
felves  ;  and  after  a  hard  ami  clofc  cou- 
teftoffour  hours,  hand  to  hand,  when 
d.rknefs  put  an  end  to  the  engagement, 
the  royal  forces  but  barely  kept  the  field, 
and  the  Americans  only  returned  to  their 
camp. 

We  loft  many  brave  men  in  tl.is  adlion, 
and  it  was  not  much  matter  of  comfort 
that  the  Americans  had  lolt  a  greater 
number.  . 

I'he  Britifli  army  lay  aHjught-oti  their 
arms  in  the  field  of  battle,  and  iu/the 
morning  took  a  pofuion  nearly  within 
caiinon-niot  of  tlic  enemy’s  camp,  forti¬ 
fying.  their  right  wing,  and  extending 
their  left  lo  as  to  cover  thofc  meadows 
through  which  the  river  runs,  and  where 
their  iiattcaux  and  hofpitals  were  placed. 
I'hc  4  7lh  regiment,  with  that  of  llcflt- 
Hanau,  and  a  corps  of  provincials,  were 
encamped  in  the  meadows  as  an  addi¬ 
tional  ieourity.  The  enemy’s  tight  was 
incapable  of  approach,  and  their  left  was 
too  ilrongly  fortified  to  be  inCuUed.

remained  entire.  Accordingly,  the  ir« 
chite*‘t  w.iw  obliged  to  obey  ;  but  he  has 
contrived  it  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  the 
bridge  is  not  at  all  fnpported  by  the  mid- 
tile  pier  :  an^l  it  certainly  would  have 
been  ciiiially  fafe,  and  conlideraUly  more 
beautiful,  had  it  conlilted  folely  of  one 
aieh.  Rut  how  fliall  1  attempt  to  give 
you  an  idea  of  it.^  I  who  am  totally  un- 
ikillcd  in  architciJlure,  and  who  have  not 
the  lead  ktiowled.tc  of  drawing.  Take, 
ho’wivcr,  the  following  dclcription,  and 
txcufe  its  maccnracy, 

“  Jl  is  a  wooden  biidge,  of  w  hich  tiic 
lideb  and  top  .arc  covered,  and  the  road 
over  is  almolt  pnktHly  level  :  it  is  what 
the  (lermaiib  call  a  hiengcwei  k,  or  hanj;- 
ing  bridge;  the  road  not  being  carried, 
as  ulnal,  over  the  to[)  of  tlic  arch  ;  but, 
if  1  may  ufc  the  exprellion,  is  let  down 
into  the  niiiMIc  of  it,  and  there  fufperd* 
<led.  'i'he  middle  pier  is  not  ablolatcly 
in  a  right  line  with  the  lide  ones,  that  rell 
upon  the  liiorc  ;  as  it  forms  with  ihcnia 
vtry  oblufe  angle  pointing  down  live 
flrc.im,  being  tight  lect  out  of  the  linear 
direction  :  the  dilbincc  «f  this  middle

dreii  .and  ninety-three;  in  all.  three 
hniuludard  fixty-fonr  feet;  making  in 
aiipear.'.nce  two  arches  of  a  furprifing 
vviilth,  and  forming  the  moll  beautiful 
perfnedive  imaginaiile,  wlirn  viewed  at 
tome  tliftariee.  A  mm  of  the  lligluett 
weight  walking  upon  it,  feels  »l  tremble 
nndcT  him  ;  aiul  yet  waggons  heavily  la¬ 
den  pafs  over  it  without  daugrr;  and 
although  ill  the  latter  inflance,  the  bridcc 
feems  almod  to  crack  with  the  iirdlure, 
it  iloe*  not  appear  to  hive  ever  luHVred 
tile  leaft  damage.

*•  When  one  oi'iTvis  the  great ncfi  <if 
the  p'.in,  and  the  boldnef»  of  t1^ 
I^MKhioi',  one  is  aOu'diurd  that  tlw  ar- 
chi’c.*t  was  a  common  carpenter,  with* 
onf  the  leaii  prtif.cicuc v  in  leatniug,  R>* 
♦ai  y  !;;n'..Tant  of  tr.aihcnt.'iiicf,  and  Bot»^ 
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sll  vcrfed  in  the  theory  of  mechanics. 
The  n.ime  of  this  extraordinary  man  was 
Uliic  Griihenman,  an  obfeure  drunken 
trllow  of  Tuffen,  a  fmall  village  in  the 
cinton  of  Appenzcl.  Poflefled  of  un¬ 
common  natural  abilities,  and  a  furpri- 
turn  for  the  practical  part  of  mecha* 
nics  he  raifed  himfelf  to  great  eminence 
in  his  profeffion  ;  and  may  jiiftly  be  con- 
fidtred  as  one  of  the  molt  ingenious  ar¬ 
chitects  of  the  prefent  century.  This 
bridge  was  finilhed  in  lefs  than  three 
years  and  cdft  ninety  thoufand  florins 
(about  Scool.  fterling.y* 

The  author  afterwards  entertains  us 
uiib  a  defeription  of  Ctmftance,  which 
i?  pleafmily  htiialed  upon  the  Rhine,  be- 
t^vet  n  two  lakes,  called  the  'Zeller  See 
r.n.l  Hoden  See,  but  affords  at  prefent  a 
liiihinj;  contrail  to  its  former  grandeur 
and  profperity.  Grafs  now  grows  in 
the  principal  Itrects,  and  the  whole  town 
hi.,  the  mcl.incholy  afped  of  being  al- 
1111*11  totally  dclei  ted. 

IhilTing  by  llie  way  of  Salets,  Claris, 
f‘nil  Kiniiillin,  we  are  brought  to  Zurich, 
a  ttuvn  likcw  ife  delightfully  lituated,  and 
whi»*h  allords  nu're  of  the  original  Swifs 
t'viit  of  independence,  than  any  of  the 
luge  towns  of  the  country.  Here  the 
tiavf Her  waited  on  tlic  celebrated  Gcf- 
TiT,  author  of  the  Death  of  Abel,  and  of 
hvcral  Idyls;  a  man,  we  are  told,  plain 
iu  his  manners,  open,  affable,  and  oblig¬ 
ing  in  his  adtlrcfs,  and  of  fiNgular  modef- 
tv.  Mr  Cox  waited  allb  on  Mr  Lava- 
t(r,  a  efergyman  of  Zurich,  and  famous 
*  >r  a  Treatife  on  Phyliognomy.  Nor 
Miufl  we  omit  to  mention,  among  the  in- 
gtnionji  men  ()f  this  place,  General  Pfiffer, 
iu  much  noted  for  the  topographical  rc- 
P’fUfr.tition  which  he  has  made  of  part 
ut  Swilferland.” 

“  !t  is,  fays  Mr  Cox,  a  model  in  re- 
»  ;  and  what  is  at  prefent  finifhcd  con- 

t.iius  about  fixty  fijuarc  leagues  of  the 
mull  mountainous  part  of  Swifferland  ; 
eimcly,  part  of  the  cantons  of  Lucerne, 
/ni»,  and  Berne,  together  with  the  whole 
of  Uii,  Scliweitz,  and  Underwalden : 
and  the  General  has  taken  elevations  and 
drawings  for  above  as  much  more.  The 
model  of  what  is  compleated  is  twelve 
’:ct  long,  and  nine  and  a  half  broad, 
riie  principal  part  is  compofed  of  wax, 
ti;c  mountains  of  ftone,  and  the  whole  is 
c  oloured  :  but  what  defer ves  more  par- 
’  ’uiar  obferv^tion  is,  that  not  only  tUt 
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woods  of  beech,  of  pine.  See.  are  diflfe- 
renrly  marked,  but  alf >  the  outward 
ftrata  of  the  levcra'  mountains,  as  well 
as  their  form,  are  diftinguilhtd.  General 
Pfiffer  has  already  been  employed  in  this 
w’oi  k  about  ten  years,  with  the  ntmofl 
patience  and  afliduity  :  he  ha^  l.imfelf 
raifed  the  plans  upon  the  fpots,  tn'.cii  the; 
elevations  of  the  moiintpiiip,  and  Ij'd 
them  down  in  their  feveral  proportion.. 
The  plan  is  fo  minutely  exaiit,  tliat  it 
takes  in  not  only  all  the  mountains* 
lakes,  rivers,  tow  ns,  villages,  and  farells  ; 
but  every  cottage,  every  totrent;  every 
bridge,  and  even  every  crofs  is  dillin(‘lly 
and  accurately  rrprefented.  In  the  pro- 
fccution  of  this  laborious  performance* 
he  ha.s  been  twdee  arreflcd  for  a  fpy  ;  a’ol 
in  the  popular  cantons  has  frecpiently 
been  forced  tn  work  by  moon  light,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  jealoufy  of  the  pca- 
fants,  who  think  their  liberty  would  be 
endangered,  fliouhl  fo  exaCt  a  plan  l)e  ta¬ 
ken  of  their  country.  As  he  is  obliged 
to  remain  forne  time  upon  the  top  of  the 
Alps,  w'hcre  no  provilion  can  be  procu¬ 
red,  he  generally  cj^riirs  with  him  a  few 
fhe-goais,  whole  milk  lupplies  him  with 
nourifliment.  Indeed  his  perfevt-rance 
in  furmounting  nil  the  diflicultirs  that 
necelfarily  h.rve  arifen  in  the  courfe  of 
this  undertaking,  is  almofl  inconceivable. 
When  he  has  finilhed  any  particular 
p.iit,  he  fends  for  the  peafanls  who  rrlule 
near  the  fpot,  efpeci  dly  ihofc  w  ho  hunt 
the  chamois,  and  bids  them  examine  ac¬ 
curately  each  particular  mountain  ;  w'hc* 
thcr  it  correfponds,  as  far  as  the  fmalU 
nefs  of  the  fcalc  will  admit,  with  its  na¬ 
tural  appearance:  and  then,  by  frequently* 
re- touching,  he  corrects  the  deficiencies. 
He  takes  all  his  elevations  from  the  level 
of  the  lake  of  Lucerne ;  which,  accor¬ 
ding  to  M.  de  Saiitfure,  is  about  biur-^ 
tern  hui.drcd  and  eight  feet  above  the 
Mediterranean. 

“  'I'his  model,  exhibiting  the  niot' 
mountainous  parts  of  Swifferland,  con¬ 
veys  a  mod  fnblime  picture  of  an  im- 
menfe  body  of  alps  piled  one  upon  ano¬ 
ther  :  as  if  the  (lory  of  the  Titans  were 
realized,  and  they  had  fuccecdcd  (at  bait 
in  one  part  of  the  globe)  in  hcapii»g  au 
Offa  upon  a  Pciioii,  and  an  Olymput 
upon  an  OflA.  The  General  inform  d  me 
(and  it  is  fomewhat  remarkable)  that  the 
.top  of  the  .Alps  which  crofs  Sw  ifl'crluid 
in  the  fame  line,  are  nearly  of  the  f<*nic 
level ;  or  in  other  words,  there  are  con¬
